| The governor expressed the 
hope the legislature this time 
will “make a reasonable start 
on some health plan.” He de- 
fended the principal of payroll 
, health insurance against opposi- 
|tion charges of “socialism, regi- 
mentation or compulsion.” He 


said he has ‘no pride of author- 
ship” but would “go along with 
any honest start that is made.” 

If Congress should pass, at 
instance, a 


federal health insurance plan, the 
state plan could be fitted into 
it he said. He denied the work- 


ing public is adequately protect- 
ed as yet by any voluntary health 
plans. 

“People are still dying,’ he 
said rather than obligate their 
families for the cost of expensive 
medical care. 

His proposal, he contended, is 
no more compulsory than is the 
public school system. It is no 
more socialistic than the work-

which both major political parties 
now pledge themselves. 

The governor outlined the way 
the proposed system would work: 

It would cover catastrophic— 
or serious— illness requiring hos- 
pitalization of any member of the 
families of those eligible. 

The program would be financ- 
ed like the unemployment insur- 
ance plan—employers and em- 
ployes each would contribute 1 
per cent of the first $3000 pay. 
Tax collections would begin Jan. 
1, 1950. 

The patient could pick his own 
doctor and hospital, so long as 
both come under the plan and 
live up to its provisions. It 
would be entirely voluntary also 
on the part of doctors and hos- 
pitals to join the fund. 

If the patient’s annual income 
was less than $6000, the state 
fund would pay his medical and 
hospital bills. Those’ earning 
more than $6000 would receive 
their benefits in cash and would 
take care of the bills themselves; 
the maximum amount would be 
worked out by the board to be 
up under the act.
